A short tim e late r two autom o­ 
biles arrived from Los Angeles and 
took the C hinese and the pilot aw ay, 
according to a report a t the sh er­ 
iffs’ office. 
Report of the Incident first w as 
filed w ith Ed McClellan, chief crim ­ 
inal deputy sheriff, who made an 
investigation, M cClellan reported to 
Im m igration officials and a guard 
was placed over the airplane. 
Saturday, th ree men approached 
the plane in an automobile, it is 
said.

themselves. 
They 
drew 
lots 
to 
determ ine 
which of them should bury the 
rest and him self rem ain alive to 
risk the A nti-C hrist clanger.

choice fell on a young zealot w ith 
a wife and tw o children. 
In spite 
of ids protests, the others assured 
him 
th a t 
he 
would 
win 
such 
heavenly favor by saving his co­ 
religionists th a t he himself would 
be saved, though still alive. 
C hanting w eird songs, intoning 
prayers arui carrying lighted can ­ 
dles, the 24 fanatics descended into 
a cellar, w here the protesting 25th 
built a solid w all around them, ce­ 
mented it and heaped It with earth. 
The sound of th eir singing con­ 
tinued in the vault for some time, 
while the sole rem aining fanatic 
listened and prayed. 
In the tomb 
were his own wife and two chil­ 
dren. 
News of th e horror spread and 
the man wrho had buried the others 
was 
arrested 
and 
sentenced 
to 
spend his life in the Greek Othodox 
m onastery a t Suzdal. 
The sect, 
however, 
w as 
revived 
and

Soviet officials recalled him from 
the m onastic exile to help prevent 
a repetition of the incident when 
the cen su s-tak ers came last month.

L ib­ 
erals or C onservatives, they both 
go into the arm y th a t happens to be 
conscripting out th a t w ay th a t day. 
"L ast week, I w ent w ith a sta ff of 
officers to 
review a

arm y. 
There w ere m en w ithout shoes or 
sandal», w ith shoe» and trousers, 
w ith shoes, tro u sers and shirts. One 
fellow wore a pink bathrobe Rnd 
bedroom slippers and another a full 
dress suit. 
"The w ay you m ake them fig h t 
is this: Give them lots of liquor to 
drink and talk to them about how 
wicked the other side is. 
"The general

m en’s capacity is the one w ho is 
m ost likely to w in the w ar. 
H e 
can predict w hen he w ill attack. 
The other m an is a t the m ercy of 
chance. 
"T hat w as w h at seemed to have 
happened a t Chinandega. Both sides 
w ere sober on Tuesday and both 
drunk on W ednesday. 
So they had 
a b attle.”

Attorney L. W. Blodget, In charge 
of the case, has reached a decision 
after weeks of close and arduous 
study of it. 
His decision is: 
“We will place Gaines on trial. 
We believe he is guilty and we 
would not feel right if we did not 
try him. 
Furtherm ore, we believe 
that there is a real prospect of 
convicting him, though due con­ 
sideration m ust be given to the ob­ 
stacles before us.” 
One of the chief obstacles, ad ­ 
mitted not only by Blodget, but by 
all 
fam iliar 
with 
the 
Patterson 
murder case, is that, according to 
the prosecution’s theory, only two 
persons saw Patterson die. One of 
them, Goodwin, denies, that he was 
there. 
The other, Gaines, also de­ 
nies that he saw the slaying.

when the priest, Goodwin, com m it­ 
ted the murder. 
And a Jury that 
heard this testimony pronounced 
Goodwin guilty. 
Gaines’ own story Is the only de­ 
scription of the slaying th at is of 
record and it absolves him, at least 
from actual participation in the 
crime. 
Goodwin, who is battling

driven by Gaines, in San Diego 
county, instead of being murdered 
by Goodwin and Gaines In Santa 
Ana canyon, as charged by the 
prosecution, are not of official rec­ 
ord and are not seriously consid­ 
ered by the district attorney's of­ 
fice, it is known. 
Blodget Is not 
giving the Mackelbride letters a 
thought, he said. 
So there are obstacles before the 
Gaines 
prosecution, 
but 
Blodget 
gives the impression of being un­ 
daunted by them. 
His announce­ 
m ent th at Gaines would be brought 
to trial w as not mnde In a tone 
that reflected not only determ ina­ 
tion, but confidence. 
Meanwhile, another of the events 
m arching toward the hour of judg­ 
m ent was expected to arrive to­ 
morrow. 
W hile plans are being 
formulated for the Gaines trial, a t­ 
torneys for the Rev. Father Good­ 
win are scheduled to plead tom or­ 
row for the priest’s life before the 
supreme court of California.

A year ago. Smith decided it was 
time to assure himself a handsome 
monument. 
He was suffering se­ 
verely from 
rheumatism 
at 
the 
time. 
Monuments are costly. “I ll build 
my own," said the veteran. 
Day 
after 
day. 
he 
journeyed 
around the little lake town in quest 
of multi-colored 
rocks 
for 
his 
memory shaft. He had some knowl 
edge of masonry, and as the moun- 
ment rose, stone on stone, it be­ 
came the pride of Smith's heart. 
He hauled the stones In his own 
cart. 
Early and late he labored.

meaning of 
provisions 
and

scope of the operations possible 
under Its provisions. 
It is

tails of plans for building a dam

R eich's budget from th e service 
railroad loan and service industrial 
obligations would rales a fu rth er 
482.000.000 m arks next year, and

“If th e reparations ag en t says," 
continues Dr. Koehler, “th a t sta b i­ 
lization has not becom e a fact all 
over E urope and th a t one m ust 
not expect w orld trade to develop 
along norm al lines until It has be­ 
com e a fact, then I w ill add th a t 
fu rth er developm ent of G erm any’s 
fu tu re capacity to pay vitally de­ 
pends on the creation of norm al 
trad e relations.

As the prise exam ple of diversi­ 
fication am ong A m erican cities, he 
pointe to his ow n city of F itchburg, 
w hich has 45,900 inhabitants and 109 
different industries. 
In Fitchburg, w hen some Indus­ 
tries are dull a n d factories m u st 
curtail, th ere a re 
alw ays 
others 
going full b last w here a m an 
can 
seek and generally get a job. T hus 
unem ploym ent is kept a t a m ini­ 
m um, tb s m erch an ts a ren 't 
con­ 
stan tly in fe a r of slum ps and every­ 
body is com paratively happy. 
Like all th e other New E ngland 
congressm en, F oss voted 
ag ain st 
the M cN ary-H augen farm relief bUL 
Borne of th e N ew England cities 
have learned in the last few y ears 
th e danger of p u ttin g all th eir in ­ 
dustrial eggs In one basket, b u t th e 
New E ngland farm er is considered 
by F oss and o th er

Orange county may very well continue the policy 
that four years ago induced it to take a stand, of­ 
ficially through the board of supervisors, against the 
Lyon bill. 
At that time an effort was made by the 
City of the Angels to secure the passage of measures 
that would enable it to seize power plants used by 
the Southern Sierras Power company. Orange county 
opposed the bill presented by Los Angeles on the 
ground that if Los Angeles was willing, as a big and 
powerful city. to take away property vital to the 
existence of Inyo, Kern, San Bernardino, Riverside 
and Imperial counties, and turn the property to its 
own use, Los Angeles would just as willingly take 
away from Orange county property that is vital to 
our needs. 
The situation existing at this time is explained in 
the following editorial from the Riverside Press; 
Many Riversiders will recall th© fight staged 
in the legislature four years ago over the Lyon 
hill which was framed with a view of giving 
the city of Los Angeles the right to condemn 
power plants of the. Southern Sierras Power 
company in the Owens river gorge. 
The city 
tried first to oust the power company from the 
river by legal action; the issues were fought out 
in the federal courts and decided in favor of 
the power company. 
After the supreme court 
of the United States, the highest tribunal in the 
land, had ruled against Los Angeles, that city 
got busy and framed amendm ents to the state 
laws that would have given the municipality 
the right to do w hat the federal courts had 
ruled it could not do. 
The 
Lyon 
bill 
that 
sought to accomplish this purpose was defeated 
in the session of 1923; and now it boba up again 
with Titw sponsors. 
Billa have been introduced by Senator Mc­ 
Kinley and Assemblyman Rochester of Los An­ 
geles that in effect are the Lyon bill over again. 
Riverside city and Riverside county fought the 
Lyon bill four years ago; and the reasons that 
determined our opposition then exist today and 
should lead us to take the same stand. 
The plants of the Southern Sierras company 
in the Owens river gorge do not take a drop of 
water away from Los Angeles. 
The w ater that 
runs through the plants for the generation of 
electricity goes back into the river and thence 
into the Los Angeles aqueduct, undiminished and 
unimpaired. 
Moreover the city can develop 
hydro electric power on the river above or below 
the power company plants, if it desires to do so. 
The legislation 
proposed 
by 
Los 
Angeles 
would confer power on that municipality not 
only to condemn the plants in the gorge but on 
Bishop creek as well. 
In large degree it would 
(rake possible the destruction of the business of 
tho company in that section, a business that has 
been built up a t tremendous expense for the 


Health Topics

WORRY IS ONE OF WORST FOES OF HEALTH 
The human body is a combination of tissue cells 
bound together into various systems, including, for 
example, the muscles, the bones, the circulation of 
the blood, the nervous system, the digestive tract 
and the special organs. 
Through the process by which this machine de­ 
velops. it tends usually to get along satisfactorily if 
left largely alone. There resides within it the power 
for repair, a power 
which 
makes 
it 
differ 
for 
instance from such machinery as might be found 
in an automobile. 
It possesses also the power known as the mind, the 
intelligence or the will, which makes it possible for 
the possessor of the body to realize when things 
go wrong and to take steps toward their correction 
if he thinks this desirable. 
Some persons are much more conscious of things 
that go wrong than others. 
They are likely to con­ 
centrate on physical difficulties to such an extent 
as never to be quite satisfied w ith life because of 
their irritation with their tissues. 
Assuming that person is in good physical health, 
assuming that he has had a complete physical ex­ 
amination at the hands of a competent physician 
and has been told that there Is nothing of import­ 
ance wrong with him, he may wish to know how 
to conduct himself so as to do everything possible 
to avoid disease In the future. 
Certain health hab­ 
its may be recommended to 
him 
as 
contributing 
toward this end. 
The first of these is to keep calm. W ithout being 
able scientifically to measure the amount of dam­ 
age that may be done to 
the 
human 
body 
by 
worry, high tension, or irritation, the experience of 
ages has shown that these factors play a definite 
part in the onset of disease. 
There 
was 
a 
time 
when worry was listed as a contributing cause to 
high blood pressure, hardening of the arteries, dia­ 
betes and even many of the infectious diseases, such 
as tuberculosis. 
The evidence of the past indicates that wmrry may 
still play a part in the causation of all of these 
diseases, because of the secondary effects exerted 
on circulation of the blood and on the wear of the 
tissues. 
On the other hand, it is not safe to tell a 
man who is worrying that he m ust keep calm and 
not worry. He is likely under such circumstnces to 
concentrate on the worrying to an extent where he 
worries about that as much as the cause of his orig­ 
inal w'orry. 
The expert in the treatm ent of mental diseases a t­ 
tempts to find out the primary cause of the worry, 
to inform the person about it, and to relieve him of 
that factor in his life as a means to bringing about 
a cure. 
The healers of various faith healing systems rid 
the patient of worry by providing him with a sub­ 
stitute or by concentrating his attention on the 
system. 
Coue did It by having the person say 
over and over, "Every day, in every way, I am get­ 
ting better and better.” 
The intelligent person, realizing the difficulty, will 
do better merely to say to himself that he has this 
realization, and by it will avoid difficulty. 
The 
expert psychologist or psychiatrist 
will 
aid 
th* 
worrier to find the cause of his complaint and to 
get upon a path which will lead to normality rather 
than to psychosis.

If a business torporation left the promotion of its efficiency 
to outside sources, on such help as came without its own efforts 
from schools and ci sic organizations and books and newspapers, it 
would not probably /-e successful in modern competition. So if the 
individual leaves the development of his own personality as a pro­ 
ducer, to what someoa «e else will give him without his personal effort, 
he will not get far. I Ie needs to study the results of his own effort, 
and ask himself how I ar he is making good. 
The personality a f many a man or woman is like a half-work­ 
ed farm or grove. 
It , has been lightly touched by the outside influ­ 
ences that have cultiva ted it, but its resources are not well utilized. 
The owner of such a fa rm, or grove, will, if wise, consult an agricul­ 
tural cr horticultural e ^ lert, to find out what he could do to bring out 
its unutilized resources. 
So the possessor of a half utilized person­ 
ality needs some good 
advice as to how he can bring out its un­ 
developed potentialities. 
In practical language, the individual needs to know whether 
he can do his job heifer than he is doing it, and if so how, or 
whether he is capable of a better job. He must study out this prob­ 
lem for himself, but moi t people can easily find ways to acquire this 
information if they are 4 ietermined to get it.

Th* name of Roger Bacon, if 
known a t all nowadays, la gener­ 
ally remembered only as th at of 
the 13th 
century English monk 
who Invented gunpowder and once 
chased the devil from his cell with 
a pair of red-hot nippers. 
Both anecdotes appear on ex­ 
amination to be exaggerated. But 
the truth about F riar Bacon, lf 
one may judge by a few fragm ents 
recently 
discovered, 
is 
evidently 
one more example of fact being 
stranger (and more common) than 
fiction. 
For Bacon left behind him a 
notebook In which he described In 
cipher a number of scientific ex­ 
periments, and which he adorned 
with drawings that are certainly 
details of plant structure visible 
only with the ald of a fairly ^pow­ 
erful 
microscope. 
P arts 
of 
this 
notebook have been decoded, and 
not long ago one of Bacon’s chem ­ 
ical formulas for the making of a 
copper salt was tried out a t the 
University 
of Pennsylvania, 
and 
found to work. 
It is true that the notebook can 
only be definitely traced back to 
the year 1665. There is a gap of 
nearly 400 years. But there Is In­ 
ternal evidence to convince hard­ 
boiled scientists th at Bacon was 
Its author, and even 1665 did not 
known anything about microscopes 


or chemical formulas for tho pro­ 
duction of copper salts. 
Th* nam* of Francis Bacon has 
long been honored as th at of tho 
father of experimental science, but 
It appears th at Roger of th a t ilk 
anticipated him by three centuries 
and a half and went im m easur­ 
ably farther in actual experim enta­ 
tion. How is it that the friar has 
had to w ait until 1926 for oven a 
partial recognition of his claims? 
The answ er lies 
in 
the 
fact 
that, so dense was the superstition 
of the 13th century, Roger Bacon 
would assuredly have been burned 
at the stake lf he had made his 
discoveries and experiments pub 
lie. He w as compelled to conceal 
them in a cipher of such difficul­ 
ty th at only a few years ago did 
any one find the key to IL And 
but for the accident of his note­ 
book having been preserved, th* 
gunpowder 
and 
devil 
anecdotes 
would have been his sole claim 
to fame. 
The 
“D ark 
Ages” 
were 
not 
wholly dark. From Roger Bacon’s 
cell one ray of light shone out, 
however feebly. And nothing in 
the history of the human mind is 
more astonishing than th at this 
medieval monk, working absolutely 
alone, 
should 
have 
discovered 
truths about the structure of m at­ 
ter th at were not again noted for 
five centuries.

Council, last year less than 8000 
persons lost their lives in railroad 
accidents, while 20,000 persons were 
killed in accidents a t home.

A slippery floor, a rug over which 
one may trip and lack of a steady 
step ladder are often the cause of 
accidents, the council says, and it 
continues, "Since pictures have to 
be taken down and curtains hung, 
fragil chairs or a box or a barrel, 
perhaps piled with books, are press­ 
ed into use with dire results. 
Re­ 
cently a woman was killed by an 
electric shock from standing on a 
radiator to examine an electric wall 
bracket, and her husband was kill­ 
ed the same way in dem onstrating 
how the accident happened to his 
wife. 
Poorly lighted 
steps, 
icy 
porches, the soapy bathtub and toys 
and books left lying on the floor 
account for other mishaps. 
Ranking second to falls In home 
accidents are those due to burns 


and scalds. 
“Mothers 
still 
think 
they can go up or down stairs with 
baby on one arm and a kettle of 
hot w ater in the other hand.” 
The proper construction of homes, 
it is suggested, would greatly tend 
to reduce accidents. 
“Rough floors 
are dangerous, and winding stairs, 
though artistic, are often deadly. 
H eating and cooking equipment is 
frequently not properly Installed; 
gas and electric installation is often 
carelessly done. Another source of 
danger is the light fixture within 
reach of one standing in the bath­ 
tub.” 
Upon perusing the National Saf­ 
ety Council’s rem arks on this sub­ 
ject the realization dawns on one 
that one m ust bo keenly vigilant 
and always circumspect, for dan­ 
ger perpetually hovers around one.
